A PROCLAMATION 


Of the P EACE made between this Commonwealth, and France. 


> .1 VER Tod Protector of the ConinonVyealti} of England, Scotland 
and Leland, c. Mhereas by the bleſs ing of God, We have, with 
the advice of Dur Council, Made and Concluded a Treaty of 
Peace, Friend(hip and Amity between this Commonwealth on 
s tthe one part. and France, on the other, their Lands, Cities; 
Towns, Dominions, Territozics, Places and People, by Sta, 
Land, freſh-waters, and elſewhere; And whereas by the ſaid 
— Treaty of Peace all Acts of Hoſtility are to ceaſe on both ſides 
unmedlately akter publication thereof, as well upon the Sea, as at Land, Rivers, and 
kreſh⸗Waters, and Whatever (hall be taken by the one from the other after the ſardÞub- 
lication; (hall well and truly be reſtoꝛed; And all Letters of Marque and Repulal to 
be recailed and made void, We have thought fit to make publication, as Me do by theſe 
p:elents, of the afozeſa!d Treaty and Agreement; and do hereby ſtrictly charge and 
require ail perſon and pcrtons,of what degree, quality and condition they, oz any of them 
be, belonging to this £ommon-Wealth, to take-notice thereof, and confoun themſelvs 
accoꝛdingly. And in further gerkoꝛmance of the laid Treaty on Our part, We do by 
thele pꝛeſents require and enjoin all Ships of War, and others belonging to the 
State, 02 particular perlons let foꝛth upou pꝛivate Commiſſions, oz otherwiſe, to ob- 
ſerve the laid Agreement. And to the end none may pꝛetend ignozance thereof, the Com- 
millioners of the Admiralty are hereby required to give effectual notice of the pzemiſſes 
to all the Ships of War of this Commouwealth, either at Sea oz in Poꝛt. And the 
Judges of the High Court of Admiralty are allo by virtue of theſe pꝛeſents fozth- 
with to call in, upon their ſeveral Securities given in that Court, all ſuch Ships as 
have been let fozth upon pꝛivate Commilsions againſt any of the People oz Subjects 


of France. 
Given at Jhitehall this 20, day of November 1655.
